When Teresita became in- 
tftrested In Mexican dances, she used 
the same method of study^she lived 
with the Indians, went to their fes- 
tivals and learned the old, old 
dances that date back to Aztec rule, 
before the coming of the Spaniards.

All readers 
probably assumed that not only was 
ti^ author of "My Name Is Aram" 
crazy; but that the writer of "Have 
You Read" hi the March 12 FlaaH- 
light was even crazier. 

So this issue we go cultural. Not 
<mly do we go cultural,, but we con- 
sider some of the best literature to 
be found in the English language — 
meaiiing "Kristin Lavransdatter" by 
Sigrid Undset, and "Les Mis^bles" 
by Victor Hugo. 

"Kristin Lavransdatter" is prob- 
ably nbt as well known .as "Les 
Mireables", but in our judgment 
for pure reading enjoyment it is su- 
perior to the latter. More competent 
authorities than those of the Flash- 
light considered "Kristin Lavrans- 
datter" good, for in 1928 it was 
awarded tbe Nobel Prize. 

"Kristin Lavransdatter" was a 
prize winner for good reason. It is 
as readable as "Gone With the 
Wind," and even more fascinating. 
We come to know 14th Century 
Kristin well, for the novel traces 
her entire life from girlhood to the 
grave. Success, failure, love, hap- 
piness, and sadness all leave tb^ 
mark on Kristin, but never is the 
picture of a great character of fic- 
tion blurred or lost to the eye of the 
reader. 

Now, what of "Les Miserables" ? 
Few of us, indeed, have managed to 
arrive at college without at least an 
introduction to "l^es Miserables". 
When a^ed an opinion of this great 
book, some people are delicately 
n(Hi-commital. Others may praise 
the work. The rest wish the book 
never had been wiitten. In it Jean 
Valjean and Javert move relentless- 
ly through one thousand odd pages 
of this trementously powerful ro- 
mance. Jean, the convipt, is always 
a convict. Good deeds, wealth, love 
and even life itself must all step 
aside tc^ the great power-punish- 
m«it for crime. The story is almbst 
unbelieveably intricate, but 
throughout it all there is the unmis- 
takable S^Fower of greatness.

By winning the Lock Haven 
game Saturday, this year's varsity 
joins the ranks of former unbeaten 
and championship teams of the col- 
lege as listed herewith: 1896, 1897, 
1900, 1901, 1938. The 1914 team 
was defeated in one contest, but 
won the state championship by de- 
feating Indiana 21 to 0, as did also 
the 1906 team which lost to Buck- 
nell only. Mansfield, all its fans 
contend, is now ready, to take its old 
place as the leading Teachers Col- 
lege team in the East and to again 
meet some of the strong liberal arts 
colleges. 

Beginning in 1898, with the weal<- 
est team of the "nineties*V Mans- 
field played both University of 
Pennsylvania and Cornell and in 
1896 was played the first game with 
Penn State. 

In 1902 the first of the Alfred 
University series was played and 
continued until 1922, Mansfield 
winning the majority of the con- 
tests. 

In 1905 the series with Bucknell 
was started and during the years 
from this time until 1926, the fol- 
owing college teams yere played: 
Syracuse, University of Scranton, 
University of Buffalo, St. Bonaven- 
ture, Colgate and Susquehanna. 

Having seen all the Mansfield 
teams in action, I wish to again say 
that I believe this year's team is the 
best jever developed here. In num- 
bers,'^^e squad far surpassed any 
ol our previous years, and there 
were more outstanding performers. 

Coach Casey and his assstants did 
a wonderful job 'and I believe we 
are on the beginning of a great re- 
vival of sports at the college. 

Much has been written and said 
about the Lock Haven game, but I 
believe that any team tha+ can 
come from behind, as Mansfield did 
in the second quarter, take the lead 
end hold it for the remainder of the 
game, was not outplayed. 

Anyone familiar with the Notre 
Dame system, which Coach Casey 
uses, knows that his teams are of- 
fensive teams and ttie gaining of 
first down by opponents means 
nothing. The result at the end 
of the game is the true value of a 
team's ability as the so-called
